A.  Yes.  [vfaiie  I  was  »n  inmate  of  Jiang  -an  Prison  Camp,  China,  on  20 
January  1345,  I.  together  with  one  Marshal  15.  FIELDS  ana  three  other  men 
whoso  uiir.es  I  do  not  recall,  wn»  bayonetod  by  a  Japanese  guard  during  an 
a.ir  raid  by  American  air  forces.,  j  .lELDS  was  a  member  of  the  United 
StateE  Marine  Corps  and  was  caot’ured  while  serving  with  an  antiaircraft 
battalion  on  bake  Island, 

The  raid  was  ma.de  by  a  grouo  of  United  StatoB  fighter  planes  which 
had  succeeded  in  shooting  down  wo  Japanese  bombers  that  wore  above  the 
cnmt>.  louring  the  raid  all  orieoners  lmd  been  confined  to  their  barracks 
by  order'd  the  Japanese.  The  su:ce?s  of  the  raid  elicited  cheers  from 
some  of  those  prisoners  within  the  t&: lacks.

I  was  seated,  in  the  B.ormcka  #1  drinking  coffee  when  one  of  the 
Japanese  entered.  Fe  asked  the  identity  of  those  who  had  cheered  but 
received  no  answer,  He  t.eruuoon  lunged  with  his  bayonet  at  mo  ard 
bayoneted.  me  in  the  left  hip.  The  bledo  penetrated  to  the  tone. 

The  guard  then  crossed  to  where  one  Robert  Leroy  FRFJY  (a  member  of 
the  United  States  Marine  Corps  caotnrud  ou  fake  Island  while  serving  with 
a  machine  gun  unit)  and  pounded  FR."!Y  nbout  the  head  with  his  rifle  butt 
until  ?SEY  was  almost  unconscious,  ,  J 

The  guard  continued  hie  questioning  as  to  the  iiontlty  of  those  who  | 
cheered  but  without  any  reply.  He  ne::t  lunged  with  his  bayonet  at  the 
above  named  FIELDS  and  bayoneted  him  on  the  inaiie  of  the  left  thigh  Just 
below  th6  genitals. 

The  guard  thereupon  left  Barracks  -1  and  crossed  to  Barracks  p2. 

There  he  found  a  pribsaer  who  had  been  seDt  in  from  outside  the  compound 
endeavoring  to  enter  r.i3  barracks.  This  crisoner  was  one  HAHRISOfc,  a 
mambar  of  the  Unitdd  States  Marine  Corps  captured  with  the  legation  guard, 
Peking,  China.  The  Japeneoo  iaiprd  summarily  bayoneted  HARRISON,  wounding 
him  in  one  leg,  , 
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The  Japanese  guard  proceeded  from  arracks  2  to  Barracks  -73  ar.d  #4. 
>‘e  bayoneted  a  civilian  named  ALT -US  vho  had  been  captured  on  ake 
Island  wourding  him  in  the  log  also  and  as  I  recoil,  this  was  down  in 
Barracks  40 .  -liile  o,t  Barracks  i*(5  he  fired  several  rounds  et  the  United 
States  planes  passing  overhead.  Proceeding  to  Barracks  *'4  from  Barracks 
-3,  the  Japanese  guard  bayoneted  one  C  IISTHSOK  who  was  also  a  civilian 
captured  upon  /lake  Island*  OUST  dSOh  had  been  sent  to  the  compound 
from  his  work  outside  and  was  endeavorin'*  to  enter  his  barrack*.  ■ 

I  did  not  personally  witness  the  bavor.e tings  of  HARRIdOiJ,  ■rU.'p:.?.Sl 
*>nd  CJSIdTUSrfCS,  but  I  heard  the  above  information  from  them  personally 
while  v/e  were  hospitalized  in  the  camo  after  the  bayoneting. 

I  do  not  kr.ov;  the  lull  identity  of  the  Japanese  -uard  in  question 
but  hie  nickname  within  the  camp  was  ‘‘Su  -ar.11  The  camp  at  the  time  was 
under  the  command  of  a  Japanese  Colonel  named  0">srRA. 

Tlio so  prisoners  who  had  been  bayoneted  he. I  been  questioned  that 
evening  by  the  Jaoeneee  through  the  cemp  intemretor,  one  MtidUSn:U,  and 
a  Japanese  First  Lieutenant  named  Kilno-vXI.  Two  days  later  the  ruard  was 
transferred  to  another  post  unknown  to  mo  and  the  Japanese  gave  out  the 
information  that  he  had  bean  beaten  fer  the  bayonotlng. 

I  can  recall  nothing  further  concerning  these  incidents  which  would 
be  of  value  to  the  ..ar  Crimes  Office  end  I  do  not  h»vo  any  other  informa¬ 
tion  favorable  cr  unfavorable  wMch  I  consider  of  sufficient  importance 
to  reoort.
